Jn this city thd 
Patterson's beart was not earnestly gag 
enthusiastically im the war—and yet Pat- 
terson was appointed to one of the mostém 
p rtant commands. Who would bave thoaght 
that men of even average common sop 
would make such ap appointment?

The West bas 
been more in earnest than the Fast—and the 
battle has gone better there than here on that 
account, 

The Scripture says, “ No man putteth new 
wine into old bottles”—but it is what the 
Government has been doing from the first 
It seems never even to have asked whea 
c oosing its leaders, is be an “old bottle” or 
not? And yet that is the very first question 
that should have been a+ked—the matter of 
military skill should come next. 

But “experience is a good teacher, though 
she does take dreadfully high wages,” and 
we suppose the country will learn by experi- 
ence, if by nothing else. As months ago 
we expected but little, we for one are not 
greatly disappointed at the present aspect of 
affairs. But we made up our mind some 
time since, that there “ was no use in talk- 
ing,” and, as our readers know, we stopped 
all referegce to the management of the wat.

THE PHILADELPSIA CONTINGENT. 


It is understood that Philadeiphia is re 
quired to fill up the old regiments belonging 
to this city, amd to raise ten new regiments. 
If this be so, it will require about 20,000 men. 
In order to obtain these, a b. uoty of from 
twenty-five to fifty dollars is to be offered 
to each volunteer. The City Councils bave 
appropriated the sum of $500,000, and pri- 
vate liberality is expected to do the rest. Up 
te Saturday last, the sum contributed by in- 
coroorated companies and a few citizens was 
$194,225. The Penneylvaoia Railroad con- 
tributed $50:000; the Reading, $295.000; the 
Fermers & Mectranics’ Bank, $5 000; and a 
number of individuals and firms from $3,000 
to $100 each. Quite a large number of our 
citrzens will contribute $1,000 apiece. The 
amount so far contritmted was thus $606 225. 
It is glorious to see our moneyed men coming 
up to the work in so enthusiastic and liberal 
amanner. It is an evidence that there is no 
reason yet to despair of the Republic. With 
the spirit that is now flamiog up again all 
through the North aod West, there is reason 
to believe that not mavy months will elapse 
before the new array of 800000 gallant 
volunteers will be under arms. And what 
nation of 20,000,000 of people ever befure 
put nearly one million of volunteers in the 
field? 








Tus day after the brilliant naval victory at 
Memphis, a prominent clergyman who has 
becn strongly secesh, remarked that “ when 
he sa@ the officers of the Federal navy pacing 
the decks of ther guaboa's during the whole 
engagement, and saw that the rebel officers 
sod men were c incealed, be could not he!p 
adtattiing in bis own heart that the northern 
men were braver than the s/uthern.” 


We must say that we think the rebel offi- 
oers acted very sensibly in not exposing their 
pemens—and we thivk it more a proof of 
their discreetness, than of any want of c u- 
rage. We wish that the heroic Col. Ellet 
had mantfested a litle more of the same dis- 
creeioess at Memphis—though probably his 
whele soul was so intent upon proving the 
value of his rams, that he forgot every other 
consideration, The loss of an oflicer in the 
heat.of bale often greatly dispirits the men, 
and moreover takes away sometimes the 
very head and soul of the movement, and it 
is tberefure the duty of officers, as a general 
thing, not to be too daring and venturesome. 
Of course there are occasions in which the 
officer must freely exoose his own life to 
vive courage and confidence to his men—but 
these cases are exceptional. The loss of two 
or Unree good officers may imperil a veas+| or 
aregiment, The right mao alive at the right 


. time has often turned the tide of battle.

Jn this city thd 
Patterson's beart was not earnestly sag 
enthusiastically in the war—and yet Pat- 
terson was appointed to one of the most im 
p rtant commands.

Thus the country bas wasted tens of thou- 
sands of the most precious lives, and hun- 
dreds of millions of dollars. The Weat bas 
been more in earnest than the Fast—and the 
battle has gone better there than here on that 
account, 

The Scripture says, “ No man putteth new 
wine into old bottles’—but it is what the 
Government has been doing from the first. 
It seems never even to have asked whea 
c oosing its leaders, is be an “old bottle” or 
not? And yet that is the very first question 
that should have been a+ked—the matter of 
military skill should come next.

Bat the ne p'wa ultra of military singularity, 
and the pons asinorum of military education, 
is decidedly the goose-step. The object of 
this extraordinary performance is, we were 
instructed, “to teach the soldier the free 
movement of his legs, preserving at the same 
time perfect squareness of shoulders, and the 
utmost steadiness of body.” With this view 
the novice is made to stand for an indefinite 
period on one leg; a constrained position, 
which naturally depresses his corresponding 
shoulder, and produces a motion of his body 
like a ship in a gale of wind. The surprising 
manner in which that Dutch-built, and heavy- 
laden vessel, Number Nine, pitched and rolled 
and heaved when he attempted his manc-uvre, 
the very “free movement” of his great fat 
leg as he kicked it about in the air, the wild 
way in which he swayed his arms like a boy 
on a slide, and, finally, the helpless manner 
in which he tottered, foundered, and came 
heavily down on two legs, formed a sight 
at whieh even the stern Tarter relaxed.

Now 
make aril of iron of the thickaess of a lead 
pencil, that sal exactly fit the diameter of 
the inside of the boop, so that, when placed 
jo the boop, it will not fall out unless the 
hoop be alered in shepe. If, acting in a 
similar way, we took a child's woodea hoop 
with a stick across it in the centre, sud then 
pressed it at the sides opposite to that of the 
cross stick, the hoop wonld assume 4n oval 
shape, and, of course, the cross suck woul 
fall out Jast ao does the iron hoop described 
act; when any One presses it, tne iron rod 
falls out, showioy clearly the elasticity of the

BATHING INFANTS. 


I know some mothers who desire to bring 
up their children ly, who are in the 
habit of washing their infants, all over, in 
cold water—not icy cold, but that which Is 
cold w « child's body—cach morning and 
evening. This they do, | have no doubt, with 
the design of promoting, In some way, the 
health of the children. But if they were 
questioned closely as to the manner in which 
they suppose health is benefitted by such 
treatment, I think they would find it dificult 
to give an answer satisfactory to themeelven, 
even. They might say, perhaps, that water 
weatment fs good, and of course must be 
quod for their lithe ones. [ut they do not 
Anow that it ls good, unless they know Aow It 
le good 

I cannot think of any benefit to be secured 
by bathing a perfectly hoalthy baby, except 
that of cleanliness; and once in twenty-four 
hours is abundantly often for this object. 
The akin of a child does not become dirty 
sooner than that of an adult; and most 
mothers do not consider themselves very 
dirty if they bathe as often as once in two 
or three days 

There is no reason why the water which 
ls used to bathe chiktren, should be cold. 
Violent reactions do not promote cleanlinees, 
or tend to apy other desirable result. A 
temperature so mild as simply to feel plea- 
mantly cool to the body of an infant, is much 
more beneficial than one, which by tts feel. 
ing of coldness, gives a shock & the nervous 
system. 

There is no need of any great amount of 
rubbing in the bath, of a child which is 
washed daily, or of course towel friction afer 
it is taken out of the water. 

The best hour in the day to bathe ao in- 
faut in at ten or eleven o'clock in the fore- 
noon. The water should be prepared, at a 
pleasant temperature, in a tub. The child 
should be undressed, baye ite head and face 
wet, in the water of the beth, and then be 
dipped in to its neck, taken out, laid upon a 
soft linen sheet upon ite mother's lap, en- 
veloped, and have the water gently and 
quickly dried from the surface; after which 
there may be pleasant, gentle friction by the 
mother's band, continued till she and her 
baby are satisfied. 

Thus cleanliness is secured with the least 
possible wear and tear to the nervous system 
of the child, Aa the healthy glow comes to 
ita akin afier the bath, it will almost invari 
ably manifest an inclination to go to sleep; 
which disposition should be established into 
ahabit. When it wakes after its nap, it will 
be ready for its dinner, and to be good. 
natured for the reat of the day, provided it is 
well treated) When it is prepared for the 
night every article of clothing which it has 
worn during the day shouk! be removed, its 
little body should be gemtly rubbed all over 
by the hand, and have fresh garments put 
upon it — Laws of Life

But 
while Miss Martineau knows the American 
farmer recognizes the high comparative price 
of labor in this country, she cannot account 
for his opposing immigration so strenuously 
as he does, when the tendency of this is to 
make labor cheaper. But perhaps this is the 
result of mistaken political considerations. 
Respecting the close cultivation of the soil, 
this is a subject which no theorizing or lec- 
turing will influence, but will come as a 
necessity with the increase of population 
and the dearness of land. The American 
farmer, where land is cheap and rising, al- 
ways wants more than he can cultivate, as a 
reserve for speculation. Hence Miss M. ob- 
serves : 

“The prize and delight of Americans is 
their quantity of land. I do not remember 
meeting with one to whom it had occurred 
that they had too much. I saw a gentle- 
man strike his fist on the table in agony at 
the country’s being 80 ‘confoundedly pros 
Land was 
spoken of as the unfailing resource against 
over-manufacture; the great wealth of the 
nation; the grand security of every man 
in it.” 

“The possession of land,” she observes, 
“is the aim of all action, generally speaking, 
and the cure for all social evils among men 
in the United States, If a man is disap- 
pointed in politics or love, he goes and buys 
land. If he diagraces himself, he betakes him- 
self to a lot in the West. If the demand for 
any article in manufacture slackens, the ope- 
ratives drop into the unsettled lands, If a 
citizen's neighbors rise above him in the 
towns, he betakes himself where he can be 
monarch of all he surveys. An artisan works 
that he may die on land of his own. He is 
frugal, that he may enable his son to be a 
landowner. Farmers’ daughters go into fac- 
tories that they may clear off the mortgage 
from their father’s farms; that they may be 
independent landowners again.” 

Miss M. speaks favorably of this, and re- 
marks that “it falls out well for the old world 
in prospect of the time when the new world 
must be its granary.” 

Both of the great political parties, she ob- 
serves are proud of their lands, but the Demo- 
cratic party were wont to say that the Uni- 
ted States were intended to be an agricultural 


to be everything.” 

In Massa innsetts, and, in fact, in most, if 
not all the New England states, the authoress 
supposed agriculture to be on the decline—or 
in other words supplanted by manufactures, 
for which she thinks it best fitted; and im 
this connection she alludes to many farmers 
dividing their time with other pursuits—fish- 
ing and shoemaking, for instance —N. & 
Furmer. 


HINTS FOR HARVEST, 

When farmers *.¢ harvesting their Wheat, 
‘oats, and hav, they ought to have their eyes 
wide opea to any success or ddct in their 
crops, and to make complete notes of their 
locality, and the causes, s0'that they can be 
acted upoh o prevented tnother year. The 
following &)nts in regard to observations may 
be of advantage to our readers: 

1. In cutting wheat, on a variety of soils, 
observe very particnlarly what is the precise 
character of the tand where it is best, and 
where it is pootest. This will assist greatly 
in selecting a Wheat field, in which the soil 
is adapted to the plant’ Many farmers do a 
great deal of work that amounts to nothing, 
by sowing grain where, from the nature of 
the soil, ft will not thrive. Observation at 
harvest will often show where wheat can be 
sown with the expectation of a crop, and 
where tt cannot. &o of other grains 

2% Observe how the mechanical prepara- 
tien of the ground oa similar soils affects the 
crop. Its mechanica! condition often deter- 
mines the amount of yield on soils nearly 
alfke. To know the best mode of preparing 
it mechanically, is worth as much to the far 


steer his vessel. 





& Observe how the time of yeas, in prepa 


mer as it is to the mariner to know where to 


ring the soil, affects the yield on solls alike 
and unlike. 

4 Observe what was the effect of early and 
late sowings, and if any particular seasun of 
getting in grain, where the culwre is good, 
always, or nearly always fails, as very late 
sowing usnally does, resolve this year not to 
sow atthattime If the chances are ten to 
one that sowing at a certain season incets 
with failure, better not run the risk. 

5. Notice particularly what was the effect 
of manuring thoroughly, scantily, and none 
at all; on all kinds of soil, and with all kinds 
of culture; at the time of sowing, ploughing, 
or with a previous crop; ploughing the ma- 
nure in, or scattering it on the surface; with 
crude mapure, well-rotted manure, that which 
hes been housed, composted with muck, and 
that from different animals, or the same ani- 
mals differently fed. We know too litile of 
the true philosophy of manures, or preparing 
them, and observations carefully made will 
be very serviceable. 

6. Notice the effect of under-draining, and 
just how well it has paid, and especially how 
large a share of your crop has been injured 
oF prevented from being a good one, for want 
of under-drains. 

7. Observe whicb kinds of grains or grasses 
yield the best on particular soils, or with par- 
ticular kinds of culture. 

*. Notice what advantage you gained or 
lost by sowing good or bad seed, and figure 
out, if possible, how much you gained or lost. 
If pure, plump seed, grown on good soil, 
gives a better yield than that which is foul 
and shrivelled, it is better to know how much 
more profitable it ia. 

9. Observe the effect of sowing after cer- 
tain crops, and what advantage or disadvan- 
tage was gained by a particular rotation. 

10. Observe where the soil is exhausted, 
so it may be known where to apply the ma- 
nure, 

11, Notice the effects of shade, elevativn, 
exposure, inclination of the surface, etc. 

12. Observe how much you are annoyed, 
in harvesting, by stones, stumps, weeds, and 
inequalities of surface; and if you do not 
wish to be bothered so next year, apply the 
remedy. 

Carefully note the causes of success or fail- 
ure in all you have done, and resolve to pro- 
fit by it Farmers ought to be real philoso- 
phers, eo far as their business is concerned ; 
ought to know how to take advantage of the 
laws of nature, which are ever working for 
them, and know what will bring success or 
failure. The great book of nature is before 
them; if they would but learn to read it 
aright, they would lay the foundation for a 
system of agriculture, such as the world has 
never yet known.

Useful Receipts. 
RasPBeRRies.—Theee may be preserved 
wet, bottled, or made jam or marmalade of, 
the same as strawberrice. Raspberries are 
very good dried in the sun orin a warm 
oven, They are very delicious stewed for 
table or tarts. 

Raspserry Jam.—Weigh the fruit, and 
add three quarters of the weight of sugar; 
put the former into a preserving pan, boil, 
rnd break it; stir constantly, and let it boil 
very quickly; when the juice has boiled an 
hour, add the sugar and simmer half an hour. 
In this way, the jam is superior in color and 
flavor to that which is made by putting the 
sugar in at first. 

Raspperry Wine.—Brulse the finest ripe 
raspberries with the back of a spoon; strain 
them through a flannel bag into a stone jar; 
allow one pound of fine powdered loaf sugar 
to one quart of juice; stir these well together, 
and cover the jar closely; let it stand three

pour off the clear liquid, and put two quarts 
of sherry to each quart of juice or liquid. 
Bottle it off, and it will be fit for use in a fort- 
night. By adding Cognac brandy, instead of 
sherry, the mixture will be raspberry brandy. 
Rasrserry Caeam.—Rub a quart of rasp- 
berries, or raspberry jam, through a bair 
sieve, to take out the seeds, and then mix it 
well with cream ; sweeten with sugar to taste ; 
put into a stone jug, and raise a froth with a 
chocolate mill; as your froth rises, take it off 
with a spoon, and lay it upon a hair sieve. 
When you have got as much froth as you 
want, pat whet cream remains into a deep 
chise dish or punch bowl and pour your 
frethed cream upon i, as high as it will lie on. 
Insects on Trexa —Chloride of lime has 
recently been employed by Professor E. Kopf 
for horticultural purposes. Plants sprinkled 
with a weak sofutien are preserved from the 
ravages of insects. Fruit trees may be pro- 
tected from vermin by forming the chloride 
into a paste, and epplying a marrow circle or 
ring of it upon the trunk of the tree. 
Crowper ror Tex on TweLve.—Take of 
salt pork cut in thin slices, as much as will 
meke half a pint of fat, when tried, which 
will do for two good sized cod or haddock. 
Be careful not to burn the fat. First, put 
your fat im the pot. Secondly, cut your fish 
im as large pitces as will go into the pot; then 
put a tayer of fish on the fat; pepper, salt 
and a few cloves, then a layer of the slices of 
pork, strewed over with onions cut fine; then 
a layer of shipbread or hard crackers dipped 
im water; then your thickening. Go on again 
with fish, &c., &c.-as above, till your pot is 
nearly full, then put in water until you can 
just see it, and let it stew slowly, so as not to 
break the fish. After coming to a boil, it will 
be done in twenty-five or thirty minutes. N. 
B.—Some like potatoes cut in slices, which 
may be introduced between esch layer.
